BURRO  hopes  to  make  this 
girls’  number  an  institution 
There  were  a great  many  schools 
and  colleges,  which  he  did  not 
hear  from,  and  he  hopes  that 
when  the  next  contest  of  this 
kind  is  opened  in  the  course  of 
the  coming  year,  that  he  will  not 
only  renew  his  acquaintance  with 
those  who  were  introduced  to 
him  this  year,  but  that  there  will 


appear  in  his  mail  box  the  hand- 
writing of  other  fair  contributors, 
who  did  not  see  fit  to  take  part 
in  his  contest  this  year.  He  re- 
cognizes, as  he  said  at  the  begin- 
nig  of  the  contest,  that  the  idea 
was  one  used  bv  one  of  his  great- 
er contemporaries,  and  it  was  a 
difficult  problem  to  break  into  a 
new  game  against  the  competi- 
tion. But  he  does  not  wish  to 
establish  a bitter  rivalry  with 
the  originator  of  this  idea;  there, 
is  certainly  enough  talent  thru- 
out  the  fairer  sex,  that  part  of 
which  is  interested  in  college 
men,  to  supply  all  the  college 
comics  at  least  once  a year  with 
material  enough  for  one  issue. 
There  is  room  enough  not  only 
for  him  in  this  field,  but  for  all 
of  his  contemporaries,  and  all 
those  that  decide  to  take  up  the 
idea,  will  only  reflect  more  credit 


upon  the  originator  of  the  whole 
proposition. 

We  hope  that  our  readers  a- 
mong  our  own  student  and  al- 
umni bodies  will  appreciate  the 
efforts  which  our  friends  have 
put  forth  in  making  this  issue  a 
possibility,  and  that  it  will  come 
up  to  their  expectations.  There 
is  not  much  else  to  say. 

Ladies:  Again  we  thank  you, 

as  we,  always  your  humble  ser- 
vants bow  before  you  in  recogni- 
tion of  what  you  have  done,  in 
helping  to  push  the  BURR  up 
to  the  front  ranks  of  the  college 
publications. 

WITH  this  issue  of  the  LE- 
HIGH BURR,  the  staff 
which  has  had  charge  for  over 
a year  begs  to  say  farewell  to 
the  student  body.  But  before 
we  pass  over  the  reins  of  lead- 
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ership  to  our  successors,  we  wish 
to  recall  the  events  of  the  past 
year  in  connection  with  the  pub- 
lication of  this  comic. 

In  March,  1919,  we  found  a 
few  scattered  members  of  the  old 
Hoard,  who  had  returned  from 
the  service  to  college,  and  with 
hesitating  minds,  we  at  last  de- 
cided to  venture  forth  again  into 
the  field  of  journalism,  after  the 
Board  had  lain  dormant  for  a 
year  through  the  stress  of  war. 
It  was  a discouraging  proposi- 
tion, to  try  and  make  the  BURR 
worthy  of  its  name,  and  to  place 


it  in  the  position  which  it  had 
held  in  the  old  pre-war  days. 
Moreover,  the  organization  had 
become  insolvent,  and  we  were 
confronted  with  bills  that  were 
enough  to  stagger  the  stoutest 
hearts.  But  the  few  who  rallied 
to  the  defence,,  set  to  their  work 
with  grim  determination,  paid  ofif 
all  the  outstanding  debts,  and 
published  two  issues  during  the 
spring  months  of  1919.  In  the 
meantime,  the  Board  was  in- 
creased, so  that  when  we  re- 
turned in  the  Fall  for  the  real 
work,  which  lay  before  us,  we 
were  better  able  to  cope  with  the 
situation.  The  present  year  has 
been  one  of  continued  endeavor 
to  push  the  BURR  upward  a- 
mong  the  college  comics. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in 
having  a very  capable  Board  ; one 
which  responded  to  every  cad 
made  fo  it  by  those  who  were  in 
command.  Without  this  co-op- 
eration throughout  the  year,  it 


would  have  been  impossible  for 
the  publication  to  have  been  the 
success  that  it  seems  to  have 
been.  Moreover,  we  feel  that 
we  have  had  our  student  and 
alumni  bodies  standing  loyally 
behind  us,  and  we  appreciate 
greatly  the  advice  and  the  sug- 
gestions which  have  been  offered 
by  all  those  who  were  at  all  in- 
terested in  our  work. 

As  we  give  up  the  task,  which 
was  allotted  to  us  for  the  space 
of  one  year,  we  feel  satisfied 
that  we  have  put  forth  our  best 
efforts,  and  leave  the  judgment 


of  our  work  to  our  readers.  We 
may  not  have  pleased  everyone, 
but  we  feel  from  what  we  have 
heard  that  we  have  satisfied  the 
majority  of  our  own  student 
body  and  that  we  are  seriously 
considered  in  other  colleges.  To 
those,  in  whose  favor  we  resign 
and  who  will  take  up  our  work 
from  now  on,  we  desire  to  ex- 
tend the  wish  that  they  will  en- 
joy the  same  spirit  of  co-opera- 
tion on  every  hand,  which  it  has 
been  our  good  fortune  to  enjoy, 
and  we  hope  that  they  will  lead 
the  BURR  to  still  greater  heights.
